Hmong Refugees Find Life in Fresno 
a Stressful Reminder of Laos 


By JON J. 下 AWAMOTO 

ERESNO - In a city known for 
agriculture，a nationally-ranked 
college basketball team，hot Sum- 
mers and for being ranked dead 
last 一 No. 277 一 in a recent SUIVey 
of places to live, the Hmong have 
found a home. 

The Hmong community，how- 
ever，isn't Teady yet to Say that 
they?ve _ found happiness and 
contentment in this San Joaquin 
Valley hub. Indeed，many county 
officials and community leaders ex- 
pect it may be a generation before 
the Hmong achieve the American 
economic dreammn. 

WRENCHING EXPERIENCE 

Unemployment among the 
Hmong hovers around 80 to 90 per- 
cent. The Hmong，whose lifestyle 
has for centuries revolved around 
farming, find such skills practically 

-useless in this agricultural heart- 
land. 

Services to the refugees are still 
lacking in basic areas as bilingual 
needs， health， housing， social 
adjustment and public education. 
Resettlement for many remains 3 
WwWrIenching eXperience. 

But they continue to flock to 
Fresno County at a rate of more 
than 100 a month, according to the 
county Department of Social Ser- 
Vices. Accurate figures are difficult 
to come by，but most official 


SOUITces estimate that Fresno County 
has anywhere from 10,000 to 13,000 
Hmong, making it the largest con- 
centration of the Laotian mountain 
people in the United States. Nearby 
”Merced County has 7,000 Hmong. 
The HHmong，authorities Say， 
comie to Fresno County for a variety 


of reasons, The area'"s hot climate 
and agrarian lifestyle 一 with nearby 
Sierra Nevadas 一 reminds them of 
their homeland. 

California，with its large Asian 
American and minority population， 
has been generally more accepting 
and tolerant of the Hmong than 
other states. 
.California，compared to .other 
states，also provides a_ better and 
more generous Public assistance 
pIogram. And the close-knit 
Hmong，not unlike other immi- 
grant groUpS，have a strong desire 
to live among their own . 


SECONDARY 

Debbie Tom Ramirez, director of 
Nationalities Services of Central 
California in Fresno，a group that 
helps in resettling refugees, Said the 
current influx of Hmong and other 
refugees is via “secondary migra- 
tion” 一 movement of refugees after 
their initial resettlement，She said 
the Hmong are coming from such 
states as Hawaii, Michigan, Illinois， 
Nebraska，Colorado_ and Minne- 
Sota. 


Vang Houa Pathao moved from 
Honolulu to Fresno in 1981，join- 
jing his mother and brother. His 
arrival in Fresno ,capped an ar- 
duous Six-year trek that included 
five years in a prison-like Thai 
resettlement camp. 

Pathao and other Hmong were 
enlisted to work for the CIA during 
the American- war effort in South- 
east Asia. When Laos fell in 197S to 
communist rule，the Hmong fled 
the country in droves，knowing 让 
would be suicidal to remain because 
of their ties to the CIA. 


His fainily was split up. Pathao's 
father moved to France, his mother 
to Fresno. In 1980, he left the Thai 
camp for Honolulu. 

“TIt's veIY hard，I feel under 
stress because I am Imissing part of 
my family,”said Pathao, 32，coor- 
dinator of the Hmong mental 
health project at Nationalities Ser- 
Vices. 和 


CULTURE SHOCK 

It was in Honolulu that Pathao 
Was exposed to Western culture for 
the _ first time，and he suffered 
extreme culture Shock， 

“Unfortunately，a poor refugee 
has nothing,”he said.“I had few 
clothes,TIdidn't know howtoride a 
bus, I couldn't afford a cab and [ 
didmni't have money for a car. There 


:Was no money to buy food.?” 


Because of his unfamiliarity with 
a new environment and because of 
his desire to attend School，Pathao 
and his wife walked five miles each 
school day to attend Kapiolani 
Com munity College in Honolulu 

He moved to Fresno a year later， 
which meant _ further cultural 
adjustments. “The traffic was So 
fast，people would not stop,”he 
Said.“If you:re not careful，you7] 
get hit.” 

“For the Hmong, arriving in the 
United States was like Someone 
traveling through 300 years in 
time,” explained Cathi Huerta of 
the county Department of Social 
Services. 

UNUSUAL 

Because of the importance farm- 
ing holds in Hmong culture， many 
Hmong try growing and selling 
crops on a few acres of leased farm

land. Few have the money to buy 
land. 

“When I first heard about farm- 
ing in Eresno, I found it unusual,” 
Pathao said.“ITused my hands and 
water buffalo back home，but here 
I see tractors，machines，fertilizer 
and an irrigation System. Many of 
the Hmong lease one Or two acres 
just to try and many of them quit 
because of the (agricultural) Sys- 
tt 

“They just think you， farm and 
woOIK as hard as yot can， 
Bliatout of the Lao Family Com- 
munity，a _Hmong who has raised 


CIOPS on leased land.“They dont 


realize how difficult it is to farm. 
They don't know how to drive a 
tractor，when to _ plan，when to 
Plant，when to irrigate, how to con- 
trol weeds and how to sell.2” 

Pathao has farmed a variety of 
crOpSs for four years with mixed 
success.“Farming in this couUntry is 
VerTy Veryhard hexsaidaeits 
Such a gamble.?” 

For the Hmong, learning how to 
farm in the United States is only 
one of many problems associated 
with their resettlement， 口

In an opinion proferred by William Raspberry in the 
November 19 1ssue, Asian Americans (atleasthe didn'tsay 
”Orientals”) are held up as the minority group which has best 
handled the racial prejudice of this country，because they 
chose to take steps now，without waiting. for the 
Problematical demise of racism,”said the columnist. 

“If they [West Coast Asian Americans| had waited for 
the end of anti-Oriental prejudice, [they] might still be living 
in poverty，rather than outstripping white Americans in 
education and income, as they in fact are. They still suffer 
from race prejudice，but they suffer in relative comfort,” 
wrote Raspberry-. 

What the writer has done is to take the all-too-easy, and 
equally all-too-inaccurate route of lumping all of us Into one 
imaginary category as Successful and quiet Asian Americans 
who will allowthemajority cultureto continue withouta word 
of dissatisfaction from our 1ips. 

Raspberry, however, has failed to look at reality. Many 
households, for instance, are able to reportamedian income 
comparable to those of whites only because both parents are 
slavingaway atlow-incomejobs forlonghours. Hashetalked 
with the millions of Asian Americans working in restaurants 
or garment factories” They certainly dont fit into the 
Stereotype 人 aspberry has of our communlty. 

Or what abouttherecentimmigrants from Suutheast Asia 
and otherparts of Asiawho are poor,uneducated andlackthe 
Skills that can help them find jobs in the highly-mechanized 
and technological world of the US; Granted, immigration 
]aws have dictated that :Some of those :oming from Such 


Treflect one of the unpardonable Sins of journalists: he has 


assumed certain“ “facts”as true when they are not. 

He Says that he does 71ol like the way Blacks have 
complained about racism as a ”critical impediment to . . 
progresS”for them. He says he does like the way Asian 
Americans have dealt with racism，which is essentially to 
Pretend it does notexist or affectthem. Butthis is notthe true 
and full message for us as his readers. 


What he is actually saying is that its easier for white 
America to deal with Asian Americans than Blacks; that 
white America likes the way Asian Americans apparently 
don't try to bother the majority society with such impossible- 
to-remove feelings of racial prejudice.

_Must Take More Risks to Lead

ONSNANGEEES EUS 
， Representative Robert 工 ，Matsui 
(D-Sacramento) Spoke abonut taking 
Imore Tisks to_ develop leadership 
Skills in the public arena and 
encouraged more Asians to go into 
politics at a recent forum sponsored 
by Leadership Education for Asian 
Pacifics (LEAP). 
“Members of the Asian Amer- 
ican community will have to begin 
to take more. risks if in fact they- 
want to assume strong leadership 
positions in their community，in 
their state, and in their nation,”he 
Said .

TAKE THE RISKS 

“You:Tre going to have to take the 
Tisks if you want to actually achieve 
the results of being an elected of- 
ficial,”he maintained . 

“IT think frankly the oppor- 
tunities are going to be there. The 
1980's will present all kinds of op- 
portunities for us to run for elective 
office in the future, he added. 

Rep. Matsui spoke of how he 
started_ out in politics beginning 
from his collegedays in 1959 at UC 
BerKkeley. He was a political science 
major and was inspired by John 上 . 
Kennedy. Kennedy ran for the 
presidency in 1960 and became 
president in 1961. 

“He (Kennedy) laid the founda- 
tion for a number of us in that 
college-age group to think of 
goOvernIment Service as a career,”he 
explained.“From that moment on， 
工 wanted to _run for some kind of 

elective office at the age of 20,” 
Said the now 43-year old Con- 
gresSperson . 
Matsui returned to Sacramento in 
U 1966，after graduating from 
， Hastings College of Law in San 
Erancisco，and had the goal of 
eventually running for local govern- 
训 ent. So the young lawyer started 
to build his contacts by getting in-

volved inralmost every community 
organization. 

“Asaresult, we (he and his wife， 
Doris) pretty much set up anetwork 
of people that we got to know those 
four or five years with my law office 


(which was founded in 1967), ”he 


Tecalled . 

Then the_ opportunity came in 
1971 to run for office against a 
Republican incumbent on the 
Sacramento City Council. 

“IT jumped in the race and of 
course;, .nobody knew me. The me- 
dia certainly didn't know me. We 
ran 3a grasSroots campaign. We Tals- 
ed money in the Asian American 
community and received a lot of 
help from people in the state capitol 
because Td gotten to know many of 
them over that four year period,” 
said Matsui. 

SURPRISED EVERYBODY 

“In an eight-person Trace with the 
incumbent，we SUIPrised everybody 
and ended up with $3%o of the vote 
in the Primary....We had won the 
election,”he exclaimed . 

Matsui served on the city council 
for seven years and was elected to 
the US House of Representatives in 
1978. 

In reference to taking risks,， Mat- 
Sui gave an example of what he and 
his wife (who by then were parents 
of son，Brian，born in 1972) gam- 
bled on to win the race for Con- 
gresSS， 

“TI did，with my wife, take out a 
$75,000 loan; and we mortgaged 
Our house realizing that if we"d lost， 
I wouldn't get campaign contribu- 
tions to pay it back,” he explained . 

He _ continued，“But it was 
Something we felt that if we really 
were Serious, and if I was really go- 
ing to do it (run) we would have to 
do it (take out the loan).2” 

“That (risk) had a lot to do with

California and the US,”he noted. 
VAST OPPORTUNITIES 

Rep. Matsui serves on the House 
Ways 区 Means Committee，the 
Ways 区 Means Subcomimittee on 
Public Assistance 上 Unemployment 
Compensation，the Subcommittee 
on Social Security，and the Select 
Committee on Narcotics Abuse 广 
Control. 

One of two Asian 了 Pacific 
Americans elected to the House 一 
the other is Norm Mineta (D-San 
Jose) 一 Matsui also expounded on 
the vast Opportunities opening UP 
for Asian Americans aspiring for 
careerS In politics. 

“It's very important to_ under- 
stand what has happened over the 
past Six months in American poli- 
tics today.。 When Walter Mondale 
selected Geraldine Ferraro as the 
nominee for vice-president，the se- 
cond highest office in:the land...he- 
did something for all of us. Jesse 
Jackson also was part of that Pro- 
cess as well;,”he said. 

“He (Mondale) opened up the 
process SO now any of us can think 
about running for vice-president OF 
president of the US and Ifrankly 
think that Sometime in the 1960s 
we're going to have a candidate 
from Asian Pacific descent running 
for that office,”he predicted . 

CREDIBLE CANDIDATE 

“He or she may not prevail，but 

Somebody will be running and be a 


very credible candidate for that of- 


fice,”he avowed. 

Matsuil expressed concern that 
many Asian Americans were politi- 
cally naive of where their contribu- 
tions were going. “Asian Amer- 
icans are great at contributing to 
campaigns; they?re great at helping 
elect officials，but I think the time 
has come that we reach political 
maturity,”he said . 

“We don:t contribute just So we 
can Shake that elected officials 
hand. We don't contribute just So 
we can get a photograph with that 
elected official that we' can put on 
OUI wall,”he said. 

“IT think it's important if we'Te 
going to be a part of the political 
process，that we make sure that 
once the incumbent or office holder 
is in office through ouUr help，then 
he or she has an obligation to Putus 
in the Department of Commercey OFT 
the Department of Justice， or 
anywhere else So that we may have 
real power,”he maintained . 

“Only then will we be in a posi- 
tion to call our Own shots. Then we 
will not be dependent upon Some- 
body else, and unfortunately, to a 
large extent, that is where we areto- 
day,”stated the lawmaker. 

“Make sure that we begin to get 
people in positions of influence and 
authority in those various depart- 
ments...If we can't get that，then 
don't bother to contribute because 
that picture on the wall jsn't going 
to help your kid or grandchildren to 
get anything in the next years 
ahead.2” 加

”Its a very emotional thing for 
many parents here as Our generation 
noOw realijzes there was So much we 
lost out on，or couldn't completely 
comprehend, she observed. “The 
core culture assumes you can 
maintain languageityouspokeitasa 
child at home，but thats not true. 
Many of my peers now speak very 
minimal Cantonese.” 

Collier .Sent her own three 
children through Wah Mei. TIhough 
she admits they now neglect their 
Cantonese，they Still have a good 
Sense of their cultural past Indeed， 
promoting 3a positive _ cultural sel 仁 
image，and depleting ethnic 
Stereotyping，is partofthe Wah Mei 
curriculum . 

The School also has a handful of

UNIQUE EXPERIENCE 

In the years of its existence，Mat- 
Sumoto feels Little Eriends has pro- 
vided' truly a unique experience fbr 
children. The center itself in return 
has learned much from the 
children, and the staff keeps as alert 
as_ possible to _ ensure the children 
have a pleasant experience. 

When the children first come to 
Little Friends, they may spend only 
a half a day until it appears they 
have grown accustomed to coming 
to school, The staff knows, too, not 
to enroll 20 new students at once SO 
they can have the time to be _ sen- 
Sitive to the children's needs. 

Matsumoto doesn't recall any 
behavior problems with the 
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children. “Sometimes the Korean 
Or other Asian children who don't 
Speak English or Japanese have 
problems，but usually，at that age， 


they pick up BEBnglish fairly 


quickly,”she added . 

Another minor complication has 
arisen with the parents during con- 
ference time._ Those parents who 
don't speak English or Japanese are 
SpOken to carefully so they under- 
stand their childs progress. 


FEOND OF CHILDREN 

Matsumoto enjoys her work at 
Little Friends because She is ob- 
viously fond of children，but she 
also likes the team teaching situa- 
tion.“The communication with the 
other staff and being actively in- 
volved in the curriculum planning is 
great,”:She Said. “It does mean 
more work, but the work is so much 
more Satisfying.” 

MORE NEEDS 

As for the future，Matsumoto 
would jlike to see Little Friends 
grow.， While the organization is 
running at Imaximurm capacity， 
there are still more needs ang re- 
quests made for additional care.

After five to six years, newSspaper 
Teporters _ average approximately 
$30,000, according to Guild figures 
published in John W. Wright's 77e 
M411aerica1z 4U11a1zac or Jops a1za Sa- 
Laries. A television editorial assis- 
tant makes:approximately $360 per 
Week，or about $18,720 a year，ac- 
cording to members,.of the AAJA 
broadcast panel. 

To gain the competitive edge，amn 
aspiring journalist should procure a 
liberal arts background, develop an 
area of expertise，and hone his or 
her writing skills,， agreed the broad- 
cast panelists. 

ADVYICE TO STUDENTS 

“My advice to students is not to 
major in journalism,” said an- 
chorpersonm Toyota，who got her 
start as a COnSumer affairs reporter 
largely because of her bachelor's 
degree in home economics. “You 
need a broad basis to -cover 
Stories,”she explained. 

“We just get so many people who 
have communications degrees,?” 
Pointed out Toyota.“To be conver- 
sant in law...is valuable,”she sug- 
gested，noting that Fred Graham， 
legal reporter for CBS News，was 
an attorney hired during the 
Watergate scandal because，at the 
time, the news media lacked people 
tfained to cover legal issues. 

Due to the keen competition in 
broadcast journalism，developing a 
Specialty will help one stand out 
from the crowd，opined Toyota， 
“We are always looking for people 
with Specific talents,” she said. 
Toyota noted that fluency in a se- 
cond language is always a plus. 

Daisy Tseng，news anchor .for 
Chinese World TV, the only ethnic 
station Tepresented on the panel， 
agreed that being bilingual helps， 
especially if one works for a Chin- 
ese-language station Such as Chin- 
ese World. 

VERY SUBTLE ， 

“If you are interested in working 


within an ethnic environment，first 
youU have to learn the language,” 
she Said.“Youhaveto learn the dif- 
ferences in culture，becatse those 
things are very Subtle,” added 
Tseng. 


“Learning .the 1lamnguage and 
learning the _ culture will help you 
feel comfortable,” explained the 
journalist， Tseng also urged 
students interested in ethnic jour- 
nalism to“participate in the com- 
Imunity as early as Dossible.?” 

Taking a variety of courses in col- 
lege，especially writing courses and 
at least one typing course，will also 
be wise, advised Lorena Tong, pro- 
duction assistant for KCBS-TV. 
She urged the students to read 
everything， including newspaperTs 
and magazines, and to watch televi- 
Sion . 

She also _ recommended that 
journalism students keep in contact 
with their professors，explaining 
that she had landed a job with the 
Sa1_ Era1acisco 天 Xa111i1e through 
her teacher. 

Commenting on the broadcasting 
Schools advertised on television， 
panelist Gene Leong，director at 
KENBC，said that the training in 
SUch Schools are “good for 
technical experience,” but he felt 
that the tuition is too high. 

SMALLER MARKETS 

Several panelists urged students 
to acquire experience by working in 
smaller markets instead.Often, in a 
smaller station，workers are not 
unionized，sSoO a beginner may get 
the opportunity to work in a variety 
of jobs and gain experience. 

Keeping pace with the technologi- 
cal revolution is also _ essential, said 
the panelists. Most newsrooms have 
converted to wordprocessors and 
editing is now done on the com- 
puter. “Anything you can do to 
train yoUrself for the leap into 
technology ， will be good,”Ssaid

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Theaters New Executive Director 
Brings Enthusiasm, ldeas to Job

SAN FRANCISCO - When the 
Asian American Theater Company 
of San Francisco began to send out 
word that it wanted to replace 
outgoing executive director Dennis 
Myers with Someone who had a 
Master's degree in business ad- 
ministration Ca an interest In the 
performing arts，many people 
_thought the theater company Was 
asking for too much . 

However，the theater company 
luckily found someone to fit the 
bill: Hawaliian-born，David FEong， 
35$，who had spent several years in 
the city. 

Fong had volunteered with the 
company in the mid 1970s as a stage 
manager and had taken acting and 
Writing classes through its Program ， 
He also just completed his MBA in 
New York City, where he was living 
when theater company actor Dennis 
Dun mentioned the job opening for 
him during Dun's recent stay in the 
Big Apple.

finished my MBA and was looking 
for a job,”recalled Fong. Though 
born and educated in Oahu， 
Hawaii，Fong Says he considers San 
Francisco his real home. 

In San Francisco Fong taught 
part time at SFE State University， 
and through the school found out 
about the theater company. In addi- 
tion to his work directly with the 
theater group， Fong cited other 
previous jobs as good preparation 
for his _ current executive director 
role. He worked as a publicist for a 
music School in the Mission and 
also for a Fortune 5$00 company in 
New York，for instance。 Plus he 
also worked in the co ntroller's of- 
fice at another firm . 

Though he acknowledges that he 
has returned to the theater at 3 
rough time 一 it lost its home due to 
fire code violations and it continues 
its struggles to _ meet financial de- 
mands 一 Fong brings with him ideas 
and an enthusiasm that can keep 
him going against such adversity. 
He wants to develop many aspects 
of the theater and to _ help bring 
much-needed funds, he Said.

gram funded，playwright develop- 
ment projects and new opportunil- 
ties for developing directors,”Ssaid 
FEong. He also stated he wants to de- 
velop the audience. 

AFEFECT SUPPORT 

“Losing our Space on California 
(Street) affected the audience a bit. 
When you move out of a communi- 
ty area，that tends to affect: their 
Support.”Finding another perma- 
nent Space in the city will help the 
audience renew its relationship to 
the theater,， he explained . 

“We can also help develop an au- 
dience by improving the quality of 
ouUI work. The plays are getting bet- 
ter every year. We're young even 
though we've been around 11 
years,”noted the new director. 

Referring to the local company's 
reputation for presenting 
works 一 often new 一 by Asian 
Americans, Fong said,“Because we 
have an Asian American (focus), we 
are not able to do plays that other 
theaters do. We can't do Otpnelo or 
7He 111zDortaice OF Being Fa7F1iesl. 
We have to develop our own body 
of work.” 

After a_ successful opening pro- 
duction of the world premiere of 
OPce 1 Never E1oU81 by R.A， 
Shiomi，`Marc Hayashi and Lane 
Nishikawa，the theater_ company 
will present two short plays by ac- 
claimed Asian American playwright 
David Henry Hwang，which FEong 
predicts will attract“a lot of non- 
Asians”in a crOSSOver audience. 


LESS WELL-KNOWN 

The next two plays for the season 
are by “less well-known” writers 
and the theater“probably will not 
get the Same Sort of audience,”he 
admitted. Though the majority of 
the group's audience is still Asian， 
Fong Said，“The longer we Stay 
around, the more people will come 
to accept it. Part of our growth is as 
the quality of the play gets better， 
the audience gets larger. Those go 
hand in hand.?” 

The loss of the theater”s location 
has also meant that the theater must 
find another permanent home. Cur- 
rently temporarily located at the 
People's Theater Coalition, at Fort

While there is Some overlap' in 
the two groups，relationships are 
strained when a production staff 
Seeks funds to present a good Show 
and a board of directors wants to 
use the funds to pay for rent or

When asked how he plans to han- 
dle this ongoing problem，Fong 
replied that he would have to rely 
on open communications between 
the groups.“I will always be here to 
help resolve differences and to keep 
in touch (with both sides). Open 
communications can help_ alleviate 
Some of the anxiety and tension.?”

Local Entrepreneur Recounts His 
Story of Failures and Successes 


OAKLAND - High atop the 
ninth fioor of one of Oakland's few 
SKyscrapers， the multi-services 
financial resources center founded 
and managed by Ed Chin has 
flourished and garnered a_ much- 
coveted reputation as one of the 
country's“state-of-the-art””finan- 
cial planning firms， 

For Chin，the accomplishment 
represents a long journey Over two 
decades，which ironically has led 
him to a plush office just a few 
blocks away from his childhood 
home in Oakland's Chinatown， 

ACCUMULATION 

AS Chin describes it, he“made a 
lot of money; lost it;”he's“been 
rich and been poor; and being rich 
is _ better.” His company，called 
AIS, (which he says now stands for 
nothing in particular)，is what he 
describes as the“accumulation of 
the last 20 yearS”experience. 

It employs a staff of about 33 
hardworking persons, all trained in 
the Ed Chin mold of business and 
all widely knowledgeable abonat 
their business of providing financial 
Services to a clientele that includes 
Some of the largest corporations in 
the area, Such as the Safeway Credit 
Union and East Bay Telephone Co. 

Chin's first foray into the busi- 
ness_ Sector came after his father 
became very ill in 1960. Because the

jllness stemmed from a pre-exisiting 
condition, his father?s insurance did 
not cover the bills. 

At that tme，Chin spent “18 
hours a day at work, four hours a 
day in school in between the pool 
hall to make a _ couple of bucks.?” 
Looking at the apparently SUccesS- 
ful insurance agent handling his 
father's policy，Chin admitted he 
was““duly impressed,”and began 
making inquiries about how to get 
into the insurance field. 

STRIKES AGAINST HIM 

Recalling his search for a job， 
Chin said he had many strikes 
against him at the outset: “IT was 
not even 2$; I ,was not a college

graduate; I was not married,，and 工 
was not blonde and blue-eyed.?” 

None of the 20 agencies he ap- 
proached had any Asian American 
sales agents, and it was not until he 
approached the company that had 
insured his father that he received a 
positive response to his job request， 

“Mother Equitable,”as he fond- 
ly referred to the company, immedi- 
ately had to find two agents to fill a 
quota. He just happened to be the 
first guy to walk in off the street， 
Chin laughed. 

Bucking his manager's initial re- 
quests that he sell insurance just to 
Chinese people，and to attend the 
weekly Monday morning “pep?” 
meetings，Chin soon gained his Su- 
pervlsor's Support when he began to 
bring in the policies. In the first Six 
months at work，Chin had sold 
about $2 million worth of insur- 
ance. 

DOWN THE TUBE 

His Success led Chin to leave the 
company in 1963-64to start his own 
business out of his mmother?s-…rum- 
pus room,” with some of his . 
friends. After four months at a 
Grand Avenue location, Chin called 
it quits. “II was watching the 
business go down the tube because 
all the guys working with me were 
not selling. I was Supporting them ,2?” 
he remembered . 

Astay with a management com- 
pany almost got Chin thrown into 
jail -when his bosses took all the 
Imoney brought in by Chin，the 
leading Salesperson，and left 
without making the_ appropriate 
payments to the state and federal 
tax agencies， 

With his own name cleared，Chin 
decided to go ahead and make a go 
of the Chinese insurance company 
he _ had established under the 训 
fated _ business which he now calls 
“one of the slipperiest, blggest con 
jobs of all time.2” 

Begun in 1969, Service ASssociates 
became one of the largest insurance 
companles on the West Coast，with 
about 9$98-9 million in premiums 
Signed. As before，just as the road 
Seemed to have Smoothed out, a big 
bump caused Chin?s financial busi- 
ness to collapse. This tme，in a 
marriage dissolution，Chin gave UP 
everything to his ex-Spouse. 

His prior experience as an entre- 
prIeneur kept him going and he once 
again thought,，“I did it once，I 
could do it again.?” 

MANY LESSONS 

Chin related that he has learned 
Imany lessons_as an entrepreneur， 
whom he quotes from a dictionary 
as being“someone who takes com- 
Imercial risks.”“…You haveto have a 
tough constitution because you will 
be under criticism. If you are not 
prepared for criticism，then you 
should not become an entrepre- 
淹 忆 三 

He also warned those who 
thought of being an entrepreneur as 
providing the flexibility and income 
to go on vacations to“forget it. Tm 
still trying to figure out how to take 
two days off,”he chuckled. 

“When you go into business, yoU 
have to Seek really good advice. Got 
to get a good accountant, a good at- 
torney. In the early days, I thought 
I knew it all....Attorneys couldn't 
tell me anything....After the first 


10-11 years of doing business and 
getting shafted all these different 
times，I thought I _ better get SOme 
advice because - 工 was doing 
something wrong,”said Chin， 

RESPONSIBLE FOR THEM 

When you are an entrepreneur， 
and you hire somebody，you're 
responsible for them, If you don't 
care (about them), then you Should- 
n't do it (become an entrepreneur)， 
he declared vehemently. 

“If you're getting People to 
work just for the idea of getting 
money off them，forget'it. They” 
never stay because the kind of guy 
youU want to get to work for you is 
that kind that might just go off on 
his own.”Chin advised that entre- 
preneuis ought to try to keep their 
employees with the company. 

Chin told EastZest that at AIS， 
staff at different levels of the com- 
pany have input into hiring people 
in their own divisions，Reasoned 
Chin,“They”re the ones that have 
to work with them.2” 

He has other incentives to attract 
the staff to stay on for the long 
term, and he's been fairly successful 
thus far.

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Applying and Qualifying for 
Home Loan a Fact of Lifein US 


By DONALD DONG 

SAN FRANCISCO - It is com- 
Ion knowledge that Real Estate 
market conditions are generally 
predicated on the cost and avail- 
ability of real estate loans. Even in 
many Far Eastern countries today， 
where once the purchase of real 
estate involved all cash transactions 
without the benefit of borrowing， 
the role of financing has gradually 
come into Some importance. 

Here in the United States, it con- 
tinues to be the life blood of sale So 
that periods of high interest rates 
still mean the real estate market will 
be at a stand-still. 

FACT OF LIFE 

Eor the average homebuyer，ap- 
plying for a loan to purchase a 
home has been a fact of life for 
decades; and Similarly the rules 
lending _ institutions in 
qualifying a would-be .borrower 
have remained fundamentally un- 
changed with only adjustment, con- 
stituting a fine tuning，to take ac- 
count of changing times. 

That，of course, is in Sharp con=- 
trast to nearly every other aspect of 
real estate financing which has been 
experiencing major changes in re- 
cent yearSs. To this day, the guide- 
line for qualifying an applicant for 
a_ purchase money，home loan re- 
mains the four basic criteria of the 
borrowers _ credit，income，equity 
and occupancy. 

While some might have thought 


that income was the first criterion in 


measuring borrower qualification， 
- credit has actually occupied a more 
important position . 

Understandably lenders are more 
interested in a borrower:s readineSsS， 
timeliness, and sense of duty in Pay- 
ing back his debts. A person who 
makes or has a lot of money (high 
income)，but is Slow Or careless 
abonut paying his debts would still 
make a poor candidate. 

CREDIT HISTORY 

For people of Asian back- 
grounds，by virtue of their tradi- 
tional habit of paying for purchases 
WwWithout restoring to borrowing， 
they commonly have not estab- 
lished a credit history. A_ history,， OF 
rating，is available when the buyer 
has borrowed frequently in the Past 
and Shows a history of paying of 人 ff 
the debts. 

For those who have not SO estab- 
lished such credit，a sudden first- 
time borrowing for a home pur- 
chase may not necessarily be an in-

Surmountable problem，unless the 
amount of the loan is dramatically 
in excess of a typical housing pr- 
chase. 

Even _ under extraordinary Pur- 
chases，the lack of credit history 
may be resolved, through requiring 
a _ large down payment. But，of 
coOurse, the /ck of credit history is 
not the same as a pada credit history， 
which would be a different matter 
altogether. 

The guideline for computing how 
much income is needed to qualify 
for aloan, or how much can be bor- 
roOwed under a given income, is the 
only real “measurement, ”in terms 
of necessary computations， The 
other rules are simply matters of 
fact. 

QUALIFYING FORMULA 

In looking at a“typical” income 
qualifying formula，it Should be 
noted that individual lending insti- 
tutions may establish income 
requirements of their own or 
deviate from those imposed by 
regulatory agencies particularly for 
loans, not slated for sale. 

As this area tends to be comPpli- 
cated with variables;- we consider 
only the most typical example: 

A borrower applies for a 
purchase money, first loan in 
the amount of $114,000 (be- 
ling 80o of the Purchase 
Price) with a fixed interest 
rate of 13.7$%o fully amor- 
tized Over 30 years. 

For this loan，the lender 
allocates the following debt 
liabilities for the Prospective 
buyer/borrower. 


e Annual mortgage payments 1S,938.88 
es Real Estate tax 

(@ 1.1$ of price) 1.638.75S 
e Fire/Liability Insurance 

(home owner's) + 450.00 
total annual liability 18.027.63 


DEBT TO INCOME 

From the projected payments， 
the lender then computes the in- 
come requirement by applying the 
debt to income ratio (which would 
normally be set by the secondary 
money market， where the loan 
would typically be slated for sale.) 
That ratio has been at about 38o 
for the past several months，al- 
though it may be adjusted from 
time to time. 

In applying that ratio to the ex- 
ample, the balance of the computa- 
tion would be: 


Annual “payments of 
18,027.63 divided by 12 = 
monthly debt of 1,$02.30. 
1,$02.30 divided by .38 = 
3,953.42 (minimum monthly 
income)， Or 47,441.13/an- 
nual income to qualify 


As rates miay change，the con- 
Sumer may wantto call a local bank 
Or Savings and loan association .for 
a quotation on the current qualify- 
ing ratio as well as the latest interest 
rate. 

Moreover，hnote that the income 
under computation is the gross in- 
come (before taxes)，but a lender 
will deduct from that income all 
other regularly paid debts，such as 
charge accounts，auto loans. 

EQUITY 
Having satisfied the lender?s re- 
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quirements with respect to _ credit 
and income, the buyer:'s own equity 
in the property as represented by 
the monetary contribution (e.g. the 
down payment) is another impor- 
tant consideration. Typically a 
lender will lend 80%o of the properT- 
ty"'Ss appraised value Or purchase 
price，leaving 20%o that must be 
funded by the buyer/borrower. 
While higher -loans (to-value
